First. The name of said corporation shall be. The Board of Trustees of 
the Little Rock xAnnual Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South. 

Second. The object of said corporation shall be to receive, hold and ad- 
minister any and all moneys, funds and property, real and personal, that may 
from time to time, come into its hands by donation, gift, devise, bequest or 
otherwise, for any of the uses, purposes and needs of the Little Rock Confer- 
ence, particularly, funds and property for the use and benefit of superannuated 
preachers, and the widows and orphans of deceased preachers of said Con- 
ference. 

Third. Said Board is authorized to invest or place at interest any and all 
funds that may come into its hands for the use and benefit of the said Confer- 
ence, and shall make a full and complete report of its acts and doings in that 
behalf to the annual meetings of the said Little Rock Conference for approval, 
showing disposition of the interests and funds so received, provided always, 
the Board shall carry out the wishes of the donors of said funds or property. 
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Fourth. That all vacancies in said Board shall be filled by the said Little 
Rock Conference, but in the interim such vacancies may be filled by the re- 
mainder of said Board, and the persons so appointed shall hold until the next 
meeting of said Conference. 

Fifth. That the regular meetings of said Board shall be on the first day 
of the annual session of the said Conference, and at the same place a,** the Con- 
ference is held. The first meeting shall be on the 5th day of March, 1899, at 
the city of Little Rock, Provided also : The President of the Board may call 

a meeting of the Board whenever deemed necessary. 

Sixth. That the officers of said Board shall consist of a President, Secre- 
tary and Treasurer, who shall be elected every two years, provided, those elected 
at the first meeting shall hold only until the regular annual meetings. 

Seventh. Four members shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of 
business.

NO. I — VANI>ERRII/r UNIVERSITY 

We are pleased to have with us Dr. Tillett, and to have heard from him of the 
work being accomplished in this great institution. We aeplorc the diminished 
income, and trust that in the near future this embarrassment will be removed. 
We commend this great school to our people. 

NO. 2 — TWENTIETH CENTURY MOVEMENT 

At a joint meeting of the three Boards of Education in Arkansas, held at 
Little Rock on the 21st day of March, 1899, the portion of Twentieth Century 
thank offering distributed to the church in Arkansas by the General Board, was 
apportioned to the three Conferences and the amount, 1:34,500, apportioned to 
the Little Rock Conference, was accepted and distributed to the several dis- 
tricts according to the distribution of the Missionary amounts and Conference 
claims. 

We are gratified to learn that this distribution has been ratified by all of the 
districts except one, and we are assured that this one will fall into line and help 
forward this grand movement in the interest of Christian education. 

At the joint meeting in March an Executive Committee w’as appointed to 
manage the Twentieth Century movement. Brother James Thomas is the Com- 
mitteeman for Little Rock Conference and he reports through your Board to the 
Conference that the movement has reached the hearts of the people in many parts 
of the Conference, that subscriptions are being made already. Home have been 
directed to the endowment of Hendrix College, some to Gallowa}’ Female Col- 
lege, and some nondirected offerings have been made. 

NO. 3 — HENDRIX COLLEGE. 

Your Board had the pleasure of the presence of Prof. A. C. Millar, President 
of Hendrix College, and of hearing from him of the continued prosperity of 
this institution. We note with much satisfaction the success already attained 
in the establishment of Hendrix Academies in various sections of the State and 
the good w’ork being done in these preparatory schools. 

We appreciate the neces«;ity of an increasing income and the pressing de- 
mand for an endow’ment of Hendrix College. We would lay this matter upon 
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I ^:he hearts and consciences of the Methodists of Arkansas, and urge a diligent 

I discharge of duty along this line^ We trust that under the blessings of God 

I and the influence of the Twentieth Century Movement the friends of Christian

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Report on Temperance 

1 he temperance question is, and ever will remain, a burning question until 
it is settled right; it never can be settled right as long as a single licensed 
saloon, or native wdne shop, its twin sister, remains to menace our homes and 
<legrade and debauch our citizens. 

We reaffirm our opposition to the liquor traffic in all its phases, whether it is 
^ under the so-called regulation of high or low license. We affirm that the liquor 

0 traffic as it exists, and plies its nefarious trade in Christian America, and other 
Christian countries, under the solemn sanction and protection of law, is the 

■1 ('olossal crime of the age, if not of the centuries. It stands for everything that 

is vicious and vile. It was conceived and brought forth in inordinate greed. It 
worships at uo shrine save the shrine of Mammon. It swears loyalty to no 

^ party, yet it demands the recognition of all parties. It owes allegiance to no 

country, yet it claims all men for its legitimate prey. It is the foster mother 
of crime, and is at once the nursery and refuge of criminals. It populates our 
penitentiaries and insane asylums wdth its wrecked and ruined victims. 

If a single count in the foregoing indictment is true, this so-called business 
cannot be legalized without sin. We raise the question: “ Has the State the 
right to license the citizens to do that which is morally wTong?” If so, whence 
comes that right? All authority is of God. The ten commandments are the 
Magna Charta of all human government. 

This xMagna Charta, in its simplest analysis as given by the Great Teacher, 
is supreme love to God, and love to our neighbors as ourselves. “ Love is the 
fulfilling of the law.” If we are right in this assumption, in legalizing the 
liquor traffic the State and ^Nation violate the law of God. And since it is the 
people who make the State, the people sin when by their votes they make the 
open saloon possible. Every man or woman who by vote or petition aids or 
abets in the procurement of liquor license sins against God, “And he who sins 
against God, sins against his own soul,” his neighbors, the church and the State. 

It is written, ” Woe to him who buildeth a town with blood, establisheth a 
city by iniquity; woe to him vvho putteth the bottle to his neighbor and maketh 
him drunken. Who does this? Let us see. I go to the saloonkeeper and ask 
him who made you? He answers “the law made me.” I ask the law who made 
you? And the law replies ‘‘the legislature made me.” I ask the legislature who 
made you? And the answer is ‘‘the people, the voters made me.” I go to the 
drunkard and ask him who made you? And he tells me the saloon made him. 

written again : ‘‘No drunkard shall inherit eternal life.” This is a chain 

with five links: When the drunkard at one end of this chain, and the dram- 

maker at the other end, plunge into the drunkard’s hell, where shall those 
forming the other two links be found? Let the voters and the law-makers 
answer to God and their own consciences. 

\Ve^ are profoundlv grateful to the Giv'er of all good for the progress made 
in ridding our State from this awful curse. 

We rejoice in the fact that liquor dealers are being more and more ostra- 
cized by every organization, having for object the betterment of society and the 
amelioration of our fallen race. We rejoice that some of the great railway 
systems have abolished all drinking places along their lines. 

1 The concensus of opinion of the most intelligent and best informed men in 
the grape-growing sections of the State, bears us out in saying that the native 
wine-shop is more harmful to our youth than the open saloon. The law on our 
statute books respecting the sale of native wine is little less than an insult to 
the temperance people of the State. 
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We believe the times are propitious for an advance on the enemy’s strong- 
holds. Let us gird ourselves for the battle of the ballots in 1900. 

We appeal not only to our immediate constituency, but to every citizen of 
this great commonwealth, who would strike one blow for “God and home and 
our native land,” to align himself against this commonwealth foe. While with 
glad, grateful hearts we are bringing our dollars as a tribute of love and thank- 
fulness to God for His abounding goodness to us all as a church, let us cease to 
ask the Lord to do for us what we can do for ourselves, and as citizens clothed 
with the elective franchise, go to the polls and do what the Lord would have us 
do; bury this monstrous agency for evil beneath an avalanche of “No License” 
votes so deep that it shall sleep one long eternal sleep. Let us offer to the 
Lord for a Twentitth Century thank offering, Arkansas, redeemed from the 
curse and blight of the liquor traffic. We must throttle the serpent of the still 
else it will throttle us. No man can give a good reason why it should live- 
Then let it die. It is the only protected trade or traffic that could be absolutely 
blotted out, and have the country richer, purer and happier b^' its passing. 

Therefore be it resolved ; 

1. That we will use every righteous means in our power to carry the State 
against license and against the sale of native wines. 

2. That we request our preachers to preach upon the evils of intemperance 
at such times as they may think best. 

3. That we respectfully request the next legislature to repeal the present 
laws regulating the sale of native wine, and provide that its sale be regulated 
bj" the same laws that control the sale of all other intoxicants. 

4. That we request the legislature to so amend the liquor laws that the 
penalty for selling intoxicants to minors, or on the Sabbath, in violation of 
lawL shall be forfeiture of license, and the person debarred from obtaining 
license for two years. 

5. That we call upon tlie county judges throughout the State to see that 
none but “men of good moral character” be granted saloon license, as the law 
provides. 

6. That we heartily endorse the Anti-Saloon League and its work, and 
pledge our co-operation with it in its efforts to suppress the saloon, and we 
commend the Search-Light (their organ) to our people. 

7. That w^e recognize in the Arkansas Methodist one of the chief factors in 
this battle for civic righteousness. 

8. Whereas, the Army canteen is a national scandal and disgrace, and a inoral 
stench in the nostrils of all Christian people, and a menace to the efficiency 
and morale of the army, as w^ell as an awful peril to our soldiers; therefore 

Resolved, That w’e respectfully request his excellency. President McKin- 
ley, to use all the authority vested in him as Commander-in-Chief of the army, 
to" abolish the canteen from the army and all of our army posts.

Methodist Orphanage 

The committees appointed to provide for the organization of a Methodist 
Orphanage in this State met at the office of The Arkansas Methodist on the 8th 
of February last. 

A petition for the incorporation of a Board of Trustees was presented to the 
Hon. Joseph W. Martin, judge of the second division of the Circuit Court of 
Pulaski county, and he made an order duly incorporating the Orphanage with 
the following constitution : 

CONSTITUTION OF THE ARKANSAS METHODIST ORPHANAGE OF THE M. E. CHURCH, 

SOUTH 

1. The name shall be “ The Arkansas Methodist Orphanage of the Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church, South.” 

2. The object shall be to receive, hold and administer all moneys, funds 
and property, real and personal, that may come into its hands by donation, 
gilt, devise, bequest, or otherwise, for any of the uses, purposes and needs 
of the Board of Trustees of said Orphanage; particularly, funds and property 
for the establishment, maintenance and management of an Orphanage. 

3. The said Board is authorized to buy premises, locate the home, invest 
or place at interest any and all funds that may come into its hands for the use 
of said Orphanage, and shall make full and complete report of its acts and 
doings to the annual Conferences of the M. E. Church, South, in Arkansas, 
showing disposition of the corpus and interest of the funds so received; pro- 
vided, always, the Board shall carry out the wishes of the donors of said funds 
or property. 

4» All vacancies in said Board shall de filled by the Conference in which 
the vacancies occur, but in the interim such vacancies may be filled by the re- 
mainder of the Board, and the person so chosen shall hold until his successor 
is appointed. 

5. The regular meetings of said Board shall be on the fourth Wednesday in 
October, at the seat of the Orphanage, or at such a place as the Board may 
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from time to time selects Provided, also, that the President or any three mem- 
bers of the Board may call a meeting of the Board whenever deemed necessary, 

6. That the officers of said Board shall consist of a President, Secretary, 
and Treasurer, who shall be elected every two years. 

7. Five members shall constitute a quorum for the transaction oI all 
business. 

The incorporators are J. R. Cason, Jas. Thomas, Geo. Thornburgh. F. S. H. 
Johnston, E. A. Tabor, Stonewall Anderson, M. M. Smith, W. B. Ricks and 
George W. Culberhouse. 

Under the provisions of this constitution^ the Board elected the following 
named officers, viz ; 

Rev. J. R. Cason, President. 

Rev. W. B. Ricks, Secretary. 

George Thornburgh, Treasurer. 

At the meeting of the Board of Trustees, held May 3, 1899, notice was 
ordered to be given that the Board would locate the Orphanage at the place 
making the most favorable bid for the same. 

Rev. J. M. Workman was appointed agent. 

At the annual meeting held October 25, the undersigned were appointed to^ 
prepare and submit to the three Conferences a statement of what had been done 
by the Board. We respectfully submit the above report and ask your approval 
and hearty support.

Rev. R. L. Wozencraft was born in Dallas County, Ark., Oct. 21, 1862; 
was married to Miss Mattie Shankle, March 8, 1887. He was converted and 
joined the M. E. Church, South, the same year. He was licensed to preach and 
admitted on trial in the Little Rock Conference in 1892. His first two years 
were on the Brj^ant circuit, where he did a splendid work and is justly held in 
high esteem. His third vear was on Mabelvale circuit. From there he went to 
England and Libert}^, remaining three years and returned the fourth. But his 
work w^as done. He died in Hot Springs, March 6, 1899. 

A braver, truer man, more loyal soldier of Christ, never fell with his armor 
on. With the calmness of one preparing to take an evening nap, he closed his 
eyes and “ fell on sleep.” 

Nature had done much for him. He was a fine specimen of physical man- 
hood, of commanding presence, and a gentleman to the manner born. His 
mental faculties were of a high order and held in even balance. His moral 
rules were copied from the Bible, from which he would not deviate. His edu- 
cational advantages were such as the country afforded, but he had improved his 
opportunities. He had read and assimilated much from our best authors. 
“ His life was short, but he made it broad.” 

He was a man of God. He knew Christ and was conscious of a living, 
abiding Savior. When the time came that he most needed the consolations of 
divine love it was not wanting. His was a most triumphant death. He called 
his children to him and tenderly embraced and kissed them farewell, one at a 
time. 

He talked calml}’^ to his wife and brother about business matters, sent words 
of tender regard to his aged mother, and then, with an unfaltering trust, he re- 
signed himself to Christ. Life’s work was done, he entered Heaven. Thus died 
one of the most brilliant and promising young men of our Conference. -
